Jan. 28.—Judge San- 
derson concluded his argument in the 
California tax cases to-day. Resuming 
where he left off yesterday, he called 
the attention of the court to the various 
provisions of the acts of Congress in 
relation to the Southern and Central

was expressly retained in the es 
was witbout legal effect. He claimed 
that the State, in order to recover taxes, 
must show en assessment made by 
proper. officers of the law, based upon a 
valid law In making his argument, 
Judge Sanderson occupied three and a 
balf hours. When be concluded, Sena- 
tor Edmunds argued, aud was tollowed 
by Judge Rhodes, who reviewed ani 
strengthened the points mede by Mr.

SHERMAN'S SCHEME. 
Text of the Ohie Senator's New 

ver Billi. 
Wasninoron, Jan. 28.—The following 
is the full text of Senator Sberman's 
bill to amend the re act of Feb- 
ruary 28. 1878: ~ 
Bec. 1. Be it enacted that the coinage 
of the silver dollar, provided for by the 
first section of the act to which this is an 
amendment, be discontinued from and 
after the passage of this act. 
Beco. 2. That the Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized and directed to 
purchase from time to time silver bullion 
in bars not less than nine-tenths fine at 
the market price thereof, not lees than 
2,000,000 ounces troy per month nor 
more than 4,000,000 ounces 
month, and shall issue in payment 
thereof coin cates of the 
United States in the denomination 
of not less than $10 each, corresponding 
with the denominations of the United 
States, and the bullion so purchased shall 
‘be retained in the Treasury for security 
and for payment of the same, and the 
amount of such certificates at any time 
outstanding shall not exceed the amount 
of ballion purchased by such certificates, 
and the certificates thus issued shall be 
receivable for customs, taxes and all pub- 
lic dues, and when so received may be re- 
issued; and the Secretary of the ury 
shall redeem in coin the same certificates
